1. LAST NIGHT AND THIS MORNING AT THE AIRPORT, I DISCUSSED 
TERUGGI AND HORMAN CASES WITH ORLANDO SAENZ AND FOREIGN 
MINISTRY UNDER SECRETARY CARVALLO. I MADE THE POINT IN THE 
TERUGGI CASE THAT IT IS IMPORTANT AND URGENT TO CLARIFY WHERE 
AND HOW TERUGGI WAS FOUND AFTER HIS RELEASE FROM THE NATIONAL 
STADIUM AND TO OBTAIN ANY FACTS POSSIBLE ABOUT THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
AND CAUSES OF HIS DEATH. CARVALLO SAID THE MINISTRY'S NOTE OF 
OCTOBER 3 (REPORTEDED SEPARATELY) REPRESENTED THE BEST INFORMATION 
THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT HAS SO FAR BEEN ABLE TO OBTAIN. I 

POINTED OUT THAT THE NOTE WAS INSUFFICIENT TO EXPLAIN THE CAUSES 
AND CIRCUMSTANCES OF TERUGGI'S DEATH. CARVALLO SAID HE FULLY 
UNDERSTOOD THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CASE AND THE IMPORTANCE OF 
GETTING FULL INFORMATION - BOTH FROM THE POINT OF VIEW OF 
GOC AND USG - AND WOULD REDOUBLE HIS FFORTS. 

2. REGARDING HORMAN, SAENZ LAST NIGHT AND CARVALLO 
THIS MORNING ASSURED ME THAT THE GOC WAS DOING ALL IT 
COULD TO LOCATE THIS MISSING AMERICAN. CARVALLO SAID 
INVESTIGACIONES HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED TO EXERT EVERY EFFORT 
TO CLEAR UP THIS CASE.
